Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

As previously mentioned applicant's amendments to the independent claims has changed their scope, thus requiring further 
consideration and search. However, in claim 15 applicant has merely cancelled a limitation. Therefore, the examiner will attempt to clarify 
the rejection based on Berstis. On pages 10 and 1 1 of the applicant's response, applicant argues that Berstis fails to disclose caputring 
sound data and converting it to a second digital signal or producing a multimedia data file if the second digital signal matches a 
predetermined data. However, Berstis clearly discloses a second A/D converter (212) for generating second digital data. Additionally, 
Berstis discloses that the second digital data is used in a voice recognition process using voice recognition unit (224) and the voice 
recognition data (225). If voice recognition fails, the voice data is merely stored as sound data (col. 3, lines 30-38). Therefore, it is implied 
that the voice recognition has to be compared to some predetermined data. Furthermore, voice recognition inherently compares sound 
patterns to predetermined data. By combining the text data generated by the voice recognition unit (224) and the image data, a 
multimedia data file is formed. f 
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
